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POWERFUL NAVY 


Great Britain Decides to Take 


Radical Step 


tONDON, Dec. 10.—In an 
official 


memorandum. Issued 
today, 
dealing 


with 
the 
future 
distribution 
and 


mobilization of the British fleet, Lord 
Selborne, first Lord of the Auuiiiailj, 
makes some Interesting remarks on the 
causes necessitating a revision of the 
strategical principles whioh up to the 
present have governed the distribution 
of the fleet "from the period when the 
electric telegraph did not exist 
and 


wind was motive power." The develop- 
ment of foreign navies throughout the 
world constitutes In 
Lord 
Selborne's 


view a new and definite stage of naval 
affairs in the western hemisphere. 
He 


"The United States is forming a navy 


the power and size of which will be 
limited only by the amount of money 
the American people choose to spend on 
It. In the eastern hemisphere a small- 
er but modern navy, that of Japan, has 
been put to the test of war and not 
found wanting. The Russian navy has 
been greatly increased and with the ex- 
ception of the Black sea fleet has been 
wholly transferred or is in course of 
being transferred to the Pacific. The 
navies of Italy and Austria have main- 
tained their positions In the Mediter- 
ranean nut the 
expenditure 
thereon 


has not been increased as in the case 
of other powers. The French navy 
stands as always in the forefront and 
a new German navy has 
come. 
Into 


existence. It is a navy of the most 
efficient typeandso fortunately circum- 
stanced that it Is able lo concentrate 
almost the whole of its fleet at home 
ports." 


Dwelling on the improvement of the 


British fleet. Lord 
Selburne remarks 


that all the old battleships have been 
replaced by modern ships, 
but 
still 


more 
significant and 
far 
reaching. 


Great Britain will have 
within 
this 


year, 26 modern cruisers, built within 
four years, of great speed with arma- 
ment as 'powerful as that of battleships 
nnd altogether a groat advance on any- 
thing which has preceded them. 


In studying the questions of the dis- 


tribution of the warships and the ar- 
rangement of stations the admiralty. 
Lord 
Selborne 
continues, has 
been 


guided by the experience of Japan and 
Russia 
In 
the present war. The od- 


miralty's ideals were that the peace 
distribution of the fleet should also he 
its best strategical distribution for war 
and that tho mobilized ships should al- 
ways be In as perfect a condition of 
iit:,ess for war as the commissioned 
shipK. 
Lord Bclbnrne details the fleet changes. 


The homo fleet henceforth will'be called 
tho channel fleet, with headquarters at 
home. 
It will consist of 12 battleships 


and a sufficient number of cruisers. 
present channel fleet will be runumed the 
Atlantic fleet, have its pcrmummi base 
at Gibraltar and consist of right hattle- 
Hhipa and a sufficient number of cruis- 
ers. 
Aflillatcd to the channel and At- 


lantic fleets will be cruiser squadrons, 
each 
oE 
six armored Bruisers, com- 


manded 
hy rear 
admirals 
and de-

The South Atlantic pquudron un- 


der tho new arrangement will remain as 
now constituted and will not disappear 
as was believed would be the case. 
The 


Mediterranean fleet will consist of eight 
battleships and attendant cruisers with 
its base at the Island nf Malta. 
Tho 


large cruisers attached in this fleet will 
bo culled the thinl cruiser squadron. The 
aim of tho nclniiraHy has been to be sure 
that never more than two nattlcshlps of 
the channel fleet or one battleship of the 
Atlantic and Mediterranean fleets shall 
be in fhe dock vrmls at the name time.

It 
h;iB been decided to withdraw the lens 
effective ships of the North American and 
West Indies station and to udd to the 
stfillrm FhipH of a now r-nrtlpular Fcrvfco 
squadron, which tlio admiralty has de- 
cided to ronstil nte.

DESPERATE FIGHT 


Story of the Assault on Port 


Arthur 


HEADQUAnTERS OF JAPANESE 


THIRD ARMY BEFOHE PORT AH- 
THUR, Nov. 28, via Tien Tain, Dee. 9. 
—(Probably held at headquarters for 
censorship). 


The general assault on Port Arthur 


'.which began nt noon Nov. 2C is still in 
progress. In 
tho flrst series of as- 


saults an attempt was made to capture 
the forts 
at 
Rlhlung and 
Kckwan 


mountains by penetrating the principal 
line of fortifications surrounding them 
and l,o envelop the entire city from the 
east. At the same time a strong force 
pushed up the gorge of Shishi valley be- 
tween the two fortified ridges and at- 
tacked the supporting fort in tho rear 
of West Rthlung mountain, offlclally 
callcd Sungshu 
mountain, 
with 
the 


intention of enveloping tho city from 
the west. 
The attempt failed after 
the most 


furious fighting that has been witness- 
ed since Port Arthur was 
invested. 


The fighting lasted from noon of Nov. 
26 until after dawn of tho following 
day without cessation. 


Rapid fire guns 
and machine guns 


blazed away from the Russian position 
where advances 
wero made in 
the 


open. 
The men went down by hun- 


dreds. 
The forts were belching smoke 


and bursting shells, and the rampart 
walls were black with assaulters, who 
on reaching the. crests met with an aw- 
ful 
flrc»froin within the forts which 


swept down line after line nf Japan- 
ese.As fast 
as the assaulters were re- 


pulsed, more 
Japanese- swarmed up, 


only to he mowed down in turn. 


The determination and fury of 
the 


Japanese assaults were equalled by the 
stubbornness of the resistance of the 
Russians. 


On the eastern extremity of the lino 


the Japanese made an assault in an at- 
tempt to capture the Russian trenches 
situated midway on the slope of East 
Xekwan mountain. 


The 
Japanese 
paralleled 
some 35 


yards of the Russian trench lines, and 
an entire regiment charged across, the 
men falling by hundreds before 
the 


awful fire of the Russians. 
Hut still 


more men came on over the bodies of 
those who had 
fallen and by sheer 


weight of numbers they reached the 
trenches, which they captured at 
the 


ixilnt of the bayonet. 
The assaulters succeeded in holding 


some eighty yards of the trenches in 
front of the parallels, but their efforts 
to rush the trench line cast and west 
was a failure, owing to the impassable 
burning pits which 
filed the 
whole 


space of the trench 
on the northern 


side, as well as to the fact that their 
progress was barred by the lire of the 
Russian machine guns. 


At 6 o'clock in the evening a furious 


Russian counter-charge attack 
drove 


the Japanese back to the parallels with 
great losses. 
At 9 o'clock the Japanese again cap- 


tured the same portion of the trench 
and made desperate but unsuccessful 
efforts to cross thu pits. 
Tho awful 


struggle continued until 2 o'clock 
in 


the morning, when the Russians again 
countcr-chargi'd and counter-attacked 
and recaptured the trench, which wus 
piled with dead bodies. 
For 
over 


thirty 
yards between 
the trenches 


there was a veritable shamble. 


The first attempt to rush the fort on 


the northern portion of Kekwan moun- 
tain was iTinde at 1 o'clock In the af- 
ternoon when tho assaulters swarmed 
up 
the rampart wall from the moat 


and met with an awful fire from with- 
in and from the Chinese wall in the 
rear of the. fort. 
As the result of the first assault the 


rampart walls were black with bodies. 
In the second 
assault 
the Japanese 


succe-ded in gaining a foothold in the 
interior, 
where 
the 
defences 
were 


bomb-proof with raised linos of pro- 
tected trenches in the rear of the fort, 
where the machine guns swept the 
front of the fort and the Avails. 


The assaulters attacked the 
bomb- 


proof maze, where the 
fighting 
was 


land to hand with bayonets and grer,- 


At 3 o'clock in the morning the Japa- 


ic-se succeeded in establishing a trench 
line within the ramparts which they 


' The attempt to rush the Interior of 
the fort proved a. failure, but portions 
of thR fort wero temporarily occupied. 
The defenders 
were 
annihilated or 


were unable or unwilling to retire, and 
fought to the last breach. 
lu the meantime a. strong force of 


Japanese attempted to piece the line of 
works east of the fort but they were 
mabloto make progress. It was mar- 
•clous how the Russians were able to 
jtrensthen '.heir line of 
defense nt 


points of attack. 
Another attempt was mnde to piece 


thn principal line of fortifications sur- 
rounding the rear of the eastern purl of

Great Britain Decides to Take

Radical Step 


LONDON, Dec. 10.—Jn an 
official 


memorandum, issued 
today, dealing 


with 
the 
future 
distribution 
and 


mobilization of the British fleet, Lord 
Selborne, first Lord ot the Admiralty, 
makes some interesting remarks on the 
eaUBes necessitating a revision of tho 
strategical principles which up to the 
present have governed the distribution 
of the fleet "from the period when the 
electric telegraph did not exist 
and 


wind was motive power." The develop- 
ment of foreign navies throughout the 
world constitutes In Lord 
Selborne's 


view a new and definite stage of naval 
affairs In the western hemisphere. He 
•ays: 


"The United States is forming a navy 


thr. power and size nf which will be 
limited only by the amount of money 
the American people choose to spend on 
it. In the eastern hemisphere a small- 
er but modern navy, that of Japan, has 
"been put to thy iest of war and not 
found wanting-. The Russian navy has 
been greatly increased and with the ex- 
ception of the Black sea flret lias hecn 
wholly transferred or is in course of 
being- transferred to the Pacific. The 
navies of Italy and Austria have jniiin- 
tnined their positions in the Mediter- 
ranean hut the 
expenditure 
thereon 


hns not been increased as in 1he case 
of other powers. The French 
nayy 
stands as always in the forefront and 
n new German navy has 
come Into 


existence. It Is a navy of the most 
efficient typeandso fortunately circum- 
stanced that It is able to concentrate 
nlmoFt the whole of its fleet at home 
ports." 
Dwelling on the improvement of the 


Jiritiph fleet. Lord Selborne remarks

DESPERATE FIGHT 


Story of the Assault on Port 


Arthur 


HEADQUARTERS OF JAPANESE 


THIRD ARMY BEFORE POHT AR- 
THUR, Nov. 28. via Tien Tsln, Dec. 5. 
—(Probably held at headquarters for 
conKOr.-ihip). 
The Kencral assault on Port Arthur 


which hc-K»ii at noon Nov. 26 IB still in 
program. In 
thu first 
series ot as- 


saults an attempt was made to capture 
the forts at 
Hihlung and 
Kckwan 


mountains by'penetrating the principal 
line of fortifications surrounding them 
and to envelop tho entire city from the 
east. At the same time a strong force 
pushed up the gorge of Shishi valley be- 
tween tho two fortified ridges and at- 
tacked the supporting fort In the rear 
of West Rthlung mountain, officially 
called Sungshu mountain, with the 
intention of enveloping the city from 
the west. 
' 
The attempt failed after 
the moat 


furious fighting that has been witness- 
ed since Port Arthur was Invested. 
The fighting lasted from noon of Nov. 
28 until after cla.wn of tho following 
day without cessation. 


Rapid fire guns 
and machine puns 


blazed away from the Hun>l-.ii position 
where advances 
were m:i.!•• 'n 
the 


open. 
The men went down :•;.' hun- 


dreds. 
The forts were belching amoko 


and bursting shells, and the rampart 
walls were black with assault"!-?, who 
on reaching; the crests met with an uw- 
ful 
fire from within the torts which 


swept down line after line of Japan- 
ese.As fast 
aa tho assaulters were re- 


pulsed, more Japanese swarmed up, 
only to be mowed down In turn. 


The determination anil fury of the 


Japanese assaults were equalled by the 
stubbornness of tho resistance of the 
Russians. 
On the eastern extremity of the line 


the Japanese made nn assault in an at- 
tempt to capture tho Russian trenches 
situated midway on the slope of East 
Kekwan mountain. 


Tho 
Japanese 
paralleled 
some SB 


yards of the Russian trench lines, and 
an entire regiment charged across, the 
men falling by hundreds before 
the 


awful lire of the Russians. 
But still 


more men came on over the bodies of 
those who had 
fallen and by sheer 


weight of numbers they reached the 
trenches, which fncy captured at 
the 


point of the bayonet. 
Th" assaulters succeeded in holding 


some eighty yards of the trenches in 
front of the parallels, but their efforts 
to rush the trench line cast and west 
was a failure, owing to the Impassable 
burning pits which filled the whole 
space of the trench on the northern 
side, as well as to the fact that their 
progress was barred by the fire of the 
Russian machine guna. 
i 
At 6 o'clock in the evening a furious 


Russian counter-charge attack 
drove 


the Japanese back to the parallels with 
great losses. 
At 0 o'clock the Japanese again cap- 


tured the same portion of the trench 
and made desperate but unsuccessful 
efforts to cross the pits. 
The awful 


struggle continued until 2 o'clock 
In 


the morning, when the Russians again 
counter-charged and counter-attacked 
and recaptured the trench, which was 
piled with dead vbodics. 
For 
over 
thirty yards between 
tho 
trenches 


there was a veritable shamble. 


The first attempt to rush the fort on 


the northern portion of Kckwan moun- 
tain was made at 1 o'clock. In the af- 
ternoon when the assaulters swarmed 
up the rampart wall from the moat 
and met with nn awful fire from with- 
in and from the Chinese wall in the 
rear of the fort. 
As the result of the first assault the 


rampart walls were black with bodies. 
In the second assault the, Japanese 
succeeded In gaining a foothold In tho 
Interior 
where 
the 
defences 
were 


bomb-proof with raised lines of pro- 
tected trenches In the rear of the fort, 
where the machine guns swept the 
front of the fort and the walla. 
The assaulters attacked the 
bomb- 


proof maze, where the 
fighting was 
hand to hand with bayonets and gren- 


At 3 o'clock In the morning the Japa- 
nese succeeded In establishing a trench 
line within the ramparts which they 


The attempt to rush the interior of 


the fort proved a failure, but portions 
of the fort were temporarily occupied. 
Tho defenders 
were 
annihilated or 


were unable or unwilling to retire, and 
fought to the last breach. 
In the meantime a strong force ot 
Japanese attempted to piece the lino at 
works east of the fort but they were 
unable to make progress. It was mar- 
velous how the Russians were able to 
strengthen their line of defense nt 
points of attack. 
Another attempt was made to piece 


the principal line of formications sur- 
rounding the rear of the eastern part of 
Pantung mountain, where, after four 
furious attempts a small body of Japa- 
nese succeeded in getting through the 
wall ajid In establishing themselves on 
the lower slopes of Wantal hill. 
The last effort of tho assaulters was 


made nt midnight, assisted by artillery, 
which covered the slopes of Wantal hill 
with an avalanche 
of 
shells. 
The 


Japanese finally established a trench 
line five yards In front of tho line of 
fortifications which they now occupy. 
The forces arc engaged In throwing 
dynamite grenades at each other. 


In the first assault against the fort 
on the eastern part of limiting moun- 
tain the Japanese were unable to gain 
a foothold though their artillery mad'i 
the Interior of the forts a 
seething 


cauldron of bursting shell.". 


The attempts which were first made 


to rush the western part of Ulhlung 
mountain, also ended In failure. 


At 8 o'clock at night a force of 2000 
volunteers from the right division push- 
ed up the gorge belween the two forti- 
fied ridges and attacked tho support of 
flungnhu mountain, which is a short 
distance outside the western confines 
of Port Arthur, with the intention of 
enveloping the city from the west and 
nlno for the purpose of assisting the aa- 
saxillerH or the two RHilung mountain 
forts. This force reached I he forl hill 
and engaged a strong force of Hus- 
sions upon lln slopes In a hnnd-lo-hand 
encounter which laHletl for two hours. 


At the same time the Japanese as- 


saulting the oast and 
west 
Hlhlung 
forts mnde desperate attemplfl to rush 
the Interior of the forts. They Rained 
the rnmpartH Inside of which Ihoy es- 
tablished Ironeh linos. The cunt Rlh- 
InnK fort Is Mii> largest and »trnnK<"<l 
"f HIP tliroo milt. It bun upper und 


lower levels. The lower levels were the 
scene of the most awful struggle, which 
lusted from 10 o'clock until midnight. 
The struggle was absolutely hand-to- 


hand. The defenders o( the wrea'.ost 
part of the bomb-proofs on the lower 
levels of the fort were annihilated und 
the sections nnd rroK.s sections of the 
bombproofB were plied with corpses. 


Tim Japanese gained practically tlio 


wholo of the lower section of the fort 
but were mowed flown hy machine guns 
and rlflee when they attempted to as- 
sault the. higher leveltt. 


A similar struggle was going on all 


tho time In the 
west. Rihluncr 
fort, 


which arrangement was the mime. 


At n o'clock a desperate effort \vai 
made by the Japanese to push a force 
up the gorge between tho cast Hihlung 
fort of Sungshu mountain, but again 
and again this force was repulsed. 


The struggle In the two forts wan 


contlnuod until dawn when the RHnault- 
crs were compelled to retire to 
the 


trenches, established Innldo tho parapet 
walls, which they nnw or.cupy. 


The fighting uf (lie nflenuion 
and 
night was tho most sanguinary slncn 
tho nipgo began. The opposing forces 
wero TO close, together that only the 
fort walls or a few yards of 
lovo! 


ground ne.pitratnd them. Tho struggle 
from start to -finish wan a.t clone quar- 
ters with bayonets and grcniHlos nnd 
rifles usr-d ua clubs. 


At daylight on Nov. 27 quiet reigned 


and the Kllcnce during tho day 
was 


broken only by occanioual cannon anil 
desultory rifle fire at points along the 
fortified ridge whore tho forces were 
fnr enough apart to use their rifles.
